Consider 20,000 Boost In AF 


Regulars; Improvement Seen 


The Air Force is studying the possibility of boosting its Regular Officer ranks 
by about 20,000 numbers over the next several years. 

Some 6,000 additional Regular commissions, to be approved by 30 June 1963, 
already are authorized under Defense Department ceilings. Special DoD sanction 
would have to be obtained for the other 14,000. 

Personnel planners said they are taking a new look at the Regular Officer 
structure to see if the DoD ceilings of 55,540 should be lifted in favor of the statutory 
ceiling of 69,425. At the end of June, this year, the Air Force will have about 49,000 
Regular Officers and the number will continue to grow until it meets the DoD ceil- 


ing in mid-1963. 


Disclosure of the study to add 14,000 more Regulars after that date came in

Permanent Eagles Will Be Speedier 
For Some In AF Than Temporary Route 


OR the first time in almost a decade, 

some Air Force lieutenant colonels 
this year and in the years ahead will find 
that the quickest route to eagle rank is 
through permanent, rather than tempo- 
rary, selection. 

Since 1950, Air Force permanent selec- 
tions to colonel have been made exclu- 
sively from among permanent lieutenant 
colonels who held temporary rank as 
colonel. 

Lt. Gen. Emmett O'Donnell, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel, has indi- 
cated that beginning with the 1959 se- 
lections—a permanent colonel’s board 
meets 18 May—it can be anticipated that

nel will mean insignia changes. 

The Air Force, obviously seeking to 
provide equitable consideration for those 
wearing eagles and at the same time 
providing adequate advancement oppor- 
tunity for lieutenant colonels, has em- 
barked on a long-range permanent pro- 
motion plan that will be somewhat dif- 
ferent than in recent years. 

The 18 May board, to be headed by a 
lieutenant general with 12 major generals 
as members, will consider some 2316 
eligible officers, including about 784 to 
be considered for the first time. 

Of the latter number, 156 are tempo- 
rary colonels, while 628 are both perma- 

*nt and temporary lieutenant colonels. 

It can be anticipated that a number of 
the 628 lieutenant colonels will be chosen, 

The 1959 selections to permanent colo- 
nel will see about 353 officers chosen. 

This is about 45% of the total of new 
eligibles—a percentage of selection which 
the Air Force intends to maintain 
through 1967-68, when the Air Force will 
reach its authorized strength of perma- 
nent colonels. 

Last year’s permanent colonel selec- 
tion board reviewed the records of 2055 
eligibles, including 935 for the first time. 
Of the 935, a total of 763, or 82%, were 
temporary colonels. Only 172 wore the 
insignia of lieutenant colonel. 


1960 Forecast 

In 1960, according to present forecasts, 
which could change somewhat as a re- 
sult of temporary selection action, the 
Air Force will consider approximately 
2432 for permanent colonel, choosing 
about 245. The eligibles will include 566 
being considered for the first time—only 
6/ of them temporary colonels. 

The obvious fact that many lieutenant 
colonels will reach colonel by means of 
permanent, rather than temporary se- 
lection, as in the past, is pointed up in 
an analysis of this year’s selections to 
temporary colonel. 

Out of a total eligibility list of some 
5700, the Air Force was able to make only 
279 selections for temporary eagles. 

The Air Force's plans envision that 
permanent lieutenant colonels, who this 
year must have at least five years in 
that rank for consideration, will in the 
next five year period become eligible 
for consideration after two years’ serv- 
ice as permanent lieutenant colonel. 

This would be in line with the provi- 
sions of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

As a new service in 1948 and with the 
subsequent impact of the Korean Con- 
flict promotion programs, the Air Force 
found it necessary, in establishing a per- 
manent officer promotion structure, to 
advance many officers to permanent 
ranks ahead of the OPA schedule. 

This will cease to be the case in the 
years to come, 

What will happen insofar as promo- 
tions to colonel are concerned is that 
many officers will find it necessary to 
wait longer for their eagles, but with as- 
surance of improved selection opportu- 
nities, 


Revised Program 

The revised promotion program, an 
inevitable result of the fact that the Air 
Force officer structure is maturing, will 
see permanent lieutenant colonels com- 
ing up for selection to permanent colo- 
nel for the first time in their 23d year 
of service, with advancement to be made 
in their 24th year. 

This will occur in 1964, when officers 
who made permanent lieutenant colonel 
in 1962 after 21 years’ promotion list 
service, will be considered. Those chosen 
will be promoted in 1965. 

In the years ahead, the percentage of 
eligible officers for permanent colonel 
who are temporary colonels will drop, so 
that in 1963 only about 5% of the eligi- 
bles will be temporary colonels. 

It is interesting to note that scores of 
Air Force temporary colonels have had 
numerous opportunities for selection to 
permanent colonel—in some cases as 
many as 10 chances. 

Realistically, it cannot be anticipated 
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that the forthcoming board will pick up 
many of the officers who have failed of 
selection several times or more. 

Among these officers are large num- 
bers who had outstanding records, but 
who in making their eagle, were not 
required to compete on any scale com- 
parable to the rigorous selection now 
required for the greatly restricted va- 
cancies. 

What General O’Donnell and his asso- 





ciates have sought is a program that will 
give balanced recognition to length of 
service and to the need for providing 
advancement opportunities for outstand- 
ing lieutenant colonels.

Air Force commanders reported, Colo- 
nel Horton said, that the airmen elimi- 
nation programs plus the early release 
program and tighter reenlistment con- 
trols “have resulted in a_ substantial 
increase in the quality of our airman 
corps.” 

The Air Force Provost Marshal’s re- 
port for 1958 also “indicates a downward 
trend in all areas—AWOL’s, desertions, 
misdemeanors, felonies and traffic acci- 
dents.” 

Emphasis on the identification of the 
ineffective NCO is continuing, the Colo- 
nel said, by “establishment of a NCO mar- 
ginal control roster program.” 

After evaluating such rosters operated 
in the commands, Air Force Headquar- 
ters recently formulated a new regula- 
tion incorporating the best features of 
the command directives. The regulation 
has been coordinated within the Air 
Staff and is expected to be published 
about the time this issue of THE JOURNAL 
reaches the field. 

Colonel Horton said NCO’s identified 
as marginal will be placed on control 
rosters maintained by the wing com- 
manders and periodically reviewed by 
major commanders. Those who do not 
come up to the desired standard after a 
three-month observation period will be 
subject to demotion or elimination ac- 
tion. 

He said the Air Force also is denying 
reenlistment to airmen with over 30 
years’ service and those with over 20 
years’ service who are over 55 years of 
age. Also, a policy is “now in the final 
planning stages” to consider for selective 
reenlistment all airmen with over 20 
years’ service. 


Officer Improvements 

In the officer procurement area, the 
presentation showed how the Air Force 
has increased the quality of its Aviation 
Cadet students by new selection proce- 
dures and by emphasizing formal educa- 
tional achievement. The number of fully

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New BuPers Plan Means More Cockpit Time For Highly Motivated Aviators 


HE Bureau of Naval Personnel has 

developed a new “detailing tool” that 
ultimately will have an impact on the ca- 
reer pattern of all junior Naval Aviators. 

Known as the Aviator Evaluation Re- 
port, the new form will be used to de- 
termine whether junior pilots will re- 
ceive assignments to cockpit billets or to 
posts in ships or on staffs during their 
second sea tours.

The recom- 
mendation of operational commanders 
will play a large part in the type of as- 
signment given to junior flyers during 
their second sea tours. 

The objective of the plan, a BuPers 
spokesman told THE JOURNAL, “is to place 
the right man in the right job and to 
improve combat readiness by insuring 
that the most highly qualified flying offi- 
cers are given the opportunity to spend 
the most time in cockpit slots during the 
early stages of their careers.” 

At present, all graduate pilots are as- 
signed to operational squadrons for tours 





ranging from three to four years. This is 
followed by a shore assignment of about 
three years. Then flyers are reassigned 
to sea for the second time with about 
one-half the time spent in a squadron 
and about one-half of their tours in a 
ship or on a staff. 

Under the new plan, the career pattern 
remains the same until the pilot is as- 
signed to sea for the second time. Highly 
motivated pilots who display excellence 
in airmanship during their first sea tours, 
will be given billets in operational flying 
units for the duration of their second 
four-year sea tours. Others will be as-

bined, while some will be assigned tg 
flying billets for only 7% years. At pres. 
ent, all junior Naval aviators serve jp 
operational squadrons for approximately 
9% years. 

In addition to improving the combat 
effectiveness of combat squadrons, the 
Navy hopes the plan will result in cut. 
ting back the accident rate, pointing out 
that the cost of Naval aircraft has risen 
from hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to millions since WW II. 

The Bureau emphasized that officers 
assigned to split tours during their see. 
ond sea tours will have the same promo- 
tion opportunities as those tabbed for 
full flying slots during their second go. 
round at sea. A BuPers spokesman points 
out that with the complexity of ship. 
board operations increasing, there is an 
equal need for flyers and for specialists, 
such as communications, material and 
logistics support and combat planning. 
He also noted that as officers advance 
in rank the Navy has fewer cockpit seat 
requirements, At the completion of a 
second sea tour an officer normally has 
attained the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander, There is only a 25% opportunity 
for pilots to command squadrons. The 
majority move into staff work. It was 
stressed that the type of assignment 
made under the new plan has no bearing 
on advancement chances since the ulti- 
mate goal in both categories is command 


at sea. Second sea tour officers—whether 
serving in cockpit slots or in staff as- 
signments—will be required to become 


proficient in shipboard skills leading to 
command. 

The new plan is viewed as a special 
opportunity by patrol plane pilots, since 
it gives them an opportunity to serve 
aboard ships. 

At present, the majority of ASW pilots 
operate from shore stations. The new 
plan calls for rotation of all pilot classifi- 
cations to provide opportunities for ship- 
board experience. 

The Bureau said that the new plan is 
not inflexible that officers assigned to 
split tours during their second at-sea 
posting may later be reassigned to op- 
erational flying duties. 





Cdr. Howell Leads 
Champ’s Air Group 

Cdr. Wiley B. Howell, Comanding Off- 
cer of Anti-Submarine Squadron 30, has 
assumed duties as Commander Air Group 
(CAG) aboard the ASW support aircraft 
carrier, USS Lake Champlain. 

In this capacity he will serve as De 
partmental Head of the squadrons that

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TATISTICALLY, it is just as dan- 

gerous to be a military aviator in 
peacetime as it is to be a ground offi- 
cer in time of war. 

This was told to delegates to the 
American Psychiatric Association 
meeting last week in Philadelphia by 
Capt. Philip B. Phillips, MC, USN, 
Head of the Neuropsychiatry De- 
partment of the Naval School of Avi- 
ation Medicine, Pensacola, Fla. 

Captain Phillips pointed out that 
the death rate for military aviators in 
peacetime is just as high as that for 
ground officers in wartime. 

The Navy, he said, loses one aviator 
each day by death due to accidents. 

To combat this high accident rate, 
an inter-Service committee has been 
formed on aviation pathology. The 
committee, under Capt. Carl Wilbus, 
USN, of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, will investigate human fac- 
tors involved in aircraft crashes and 
other accidents. 

Captain Phillips stressed that the 
flight surgeon in an aviation organ- 
ization has a psychiatric responsibil- 
ity before him in the prevention of 
aircraft accidents. 

“It is his task to care for relatively 
‘normal,’ carefully selected and highly 
trained young men in their efforts to 
adapt to what is actually an ‘abnor-

mal’ environment,” Captain Phillips 
said. 

This, he told THE JOURNAL, is in con- 
trast to the civilian psychiatrist or 
physician who needs only adapt his 
patients to a “normal” environment. 

To illustrate the stress factors 
which affect military aviators and 
which must be considered by flight 
surgeons, Captain Phillips listed what 
he called the “three F’s”: fear, frus- 
tration and fatigue. 

Fears, he said, “may center around 
fires, mid-air collision, flare out or en- 
gine failure, vertigo or disorientation, 
loneliness and depersonalization at 
extreme altitudes, extremes of weath- 
er, equipment failure, and even fail- 
ure to complete one’s mission in an 
acceptable manner. 

“Frustrations in Flying are many,” 
he said. “Excessive waiting while 
dressed in restrictive clothing, glare, 
radio noise, poor logistics, inadequate 
intelligence data, careless mainte- 
nance and questionably useful sur- 
vival gear all add to the emotional 
burden of the aviator. 

“Fatigue, both physical and mental, 
results from flights that are too long, 
too frequent or too ambitious, from 
sleep disturbances, lack of opportu- 
nities for rest and recreation and ad- 
mittedly from poor self-discipline 
during such recreation periods.”

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MATS’ Western Force Starts Transition 
To Douglas C-133; Hopes For Early Jets 


Hq. WESTERN TRANSPORT AIR FORCE

S the Western Transport Air Force 

approaches its first birthday 1 July, 

it is bidding for membership in the Air 
Force’s big jet league. 

One of the two major divisions of the 
world-wide Mil- 
itary Air Trans- 
port Service, 
WESTAF is be- 
ginning transi- 
tion to the new 
Douglas C-133A 
Cargomas- 
ter turbo- 
prop cargo 
transport. 

Its first Car- 
gomaster is now 
in experimental 
service over Pa- 
cific cargo 
routes. 

But, WESTAF a 
Commander Maj. Gen. Russell L. Wal- 
dron, USAF, told THe JouRNAL: “We 
would like to have jets and it is my un- 
derstanding that MATS will get us jets. 

“The jets will put us up in th same 
league as SAC and TAC. It is kind of 
silly having MATS flying old convention- 
al aircraft when the people we serve are 
way ahead going 500 miles an hour. 

“In other words,” Genera! Waldron 
said, “we're way behind.” 

Introduction of the C-133 was descrfbed 
by General Waldron as a big step for- 
ward, It will carry 33 tons of cargo from 
here to Hickam AFB, Hawaii. WESTAF’s 
next biggest cargo plane, the Douglas 
C-12%4, carries 18 tons along the same 
route. 

Present plans call for WESTAF to be 
given one squadron of Cargomasters, 
based here at Travis. As the Cargomas- 
ters arrive, WESTAF’s C-97’s will be 
phased out. 

The net result of the introduction of 








larger and faster planes along MATS 
western and Pacific routes, General 
Waldron said, will be a reduction in the 
number of aircraft in MATS operations. 

Another move which may both in- 
crease the efficiency and speed of WEST- 
AF operations is the reopening of the 
North Pacific cargo route from Travis 
and McChord AFB’s, out through the 
Aleutian chain to the Far East. 

Use of this route, General Waldron 
said will cut the time required for trans- 
Pacific flights to one-third of the time 
now required for the mid-Pacific route 
through Hawaii. 

Ten flights a month have been sched- 
uled for the next six months as a service 
test of the North-Pacific route to see if 
the communications and weather prob- 
lems can be ironed out to establish the 
route on a permanent basis.

This plastic radome houses a radar antenna constantly scanning the skies to detect the presence of aircraft. 
A line of these radars provides early warning of any threatening approach to the North American continent.

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Piston Support Hurts Our Jet Age Fighting Forces 


All of the Armed Forces must be grateful for the effective job that 
is being done by Lt. Gen. William H. Tunner, the Commander, and his 
top subordinates in the Military Air Transport Service in gaining increased 
recognition for the urgent need of quick action to modernize MATS by 
procurement of modern jet aircraft. But much else needs to be done before 
our Fighting Forces throughout the world can count on maximum logis- 
tical support. ren 

Last week’s issue of THE JouRNAL published an interview with Brig. 
Gen. L. Render J aswell, the MATS Surgeon. He stressed how the acquisi- 
tion of prépjet aircraft would greatly improve the celebrated MATS Aero- 
medical Evacuation System, which moves hundreds of military patients 
to hospitals throughout the Nation. 

In another interview, published on Page 10 of this issue, Maj. Gen. 
Russell L, Waldron, MATS’ Western Air Force Commander at Travis AFB, 
Calif., gives authoritative documentation to the need for jet aircraft in 
the global MATS system to meet priority combat requirements. 

There is no question of the need for jet transports in MATS. The big 
problem, of course, relates to the budget, and the reluctance of the Admin- 
istration to increase military spending. As we have reported in recent 
issues, numerous suggestions have been made as to how jet transports 
could be acquired for the Armed Forces without the direct obligation of 
funds in big sums. Senator A. S. Mike Monroney (D-Okla) has proposed 
(THE JouRNAL 28 March) that 400 modern high-speed, high-performance 
transports be acquired—100 for use by MATS and 300 for civilian airlines. 
The latter aircraft quickly would be made available to MATS in time of 
emergency. 

Numerous details remain to be worked out, but the problems of financ- 
ing the aircraft procurement should not be allowed to hide the fact that 
MATS must be provided with the capability to meet its military needs, and 
it cannot do so with present equipment. General Tunner, General Waldron, 
and General Braswell are worried—and the Nation should be worried too 
—by the present situation in which MATS finds it impossible, with aging 
piston aircraft, to keep pace with jet age military requirements.

Promises Made And Promises Kept 


In just a few weeks, it will be one year since the Military Pay Act 
of 1958 took effect. Prior to its implementation on 1 June 1958, the Cordi- 
ner Committee and top officials of all the Services promised Congress that 
adoption of a modern system of military compensation would mean high 
dividends for the Nation in terms of increased retention rates and im- 
proved quality controls which would add up to heightened combat ef- 
fectiveness. 

Current appropriation hearings on Capitol Hill and the Air Force and 
Army reports, published on Pages 1 and 13 of this issue, illuminate the 
successes that are being achieved in attracting and retaining top-notch 
men for military careers. 

In short, promises were made and they are being kept. 

On the other hand, certain promises that were made to military peo- 
ple have not been kept. We refer specifically to the shocking situation 
in which thousands of military people retired before 1 June 1958 are being 
denied equitable pay benefits. On Capitol Hill, scores of bills have been 
introduced to remedy this morale-shattering break with historic princi- 
ples of military compensation. 

Efforts to achieve equity are being hampered by the Budget Bureau’s 
resistance to the legislation. Months have gone by since Congress asked 
the Pentagon for its views on the remedial legislation. The Defense De- 
partment, taking its courage in its hands, has adopted the wet-rag position 
that it would not oppose the legislation. What is needed, of course, is an 
anequivocal pronouncement by Secretary of Defense McElroy that in- 
equities against those on the retired lists must be eliminated as quickly 
as possible. 

We hope that Congress, armed now with evidence of how the Serv- 


ices have kept their promises, will wait no longer for the Budget Bureay 
to act. Congress needs to act boldly where the Defense Department must, 
under orders, march a timid step. 


Action Needed On General Pershing’s Centennial 
Reposing in the Judiciary Committees of both the Senate and the 
House are bills to establish a commission for the celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of General of the Armies John J, 
Pershing. No action has been taken in either house other than the re 
ferral of the resolution to a subcommittee in the Senate. 
We appeal to these committees to take up and report these important 
measures as introduced by Senator Thomas C. Hennings, jr. (D-Mo.) and 
Representative Edith Nourse Rogers (R-Mass.). General Pershing’s 100th 
birthday will be on 13 September 1959, so there is not much time to plan 
a suitable celebration. The measure does not involve the appropriation 
of any funds at this time, it merely authorizes the appointment of an 
18-member “General John J. Pershing Centennial Commission.” 
The events of recent years, World War II, the Korean War, and the 
continuing cold war with the Communist world have had a tendency to 
blur the memory of General Pershing. Yet it was he who led American 
troops to victory in World War I, which was really the first phase of the 
great world upheaval and is fundamentally a part of today’s history. 
In honoring General Pershing, the Nation at the same time would 

be honoring the thousands who followed him to victory in World War I, 
many of whom remain in cemeteries in France, and many others who 
came back to fight in the second World War. 


A Salute To Travis Wives—And One Suggestion 
The hundreds of Service families who pass through Travis AFB, 
Calif., traveling to and from the Pacific, will join THe JoURNAL in salut- 
ing the wonderful job being done there by Family Service Volunteers, as 
reported by a JOURNAL staff member on Page 22 of this issue. 
We are pleased to relate that the Officers’ Wives Club at Travis, whose 
President is Mrs. William E. Zuerner, will donate up to $2,000 to provide 
furniture and equipment for an expanded Dependents’ Lounge.

Progress Report Is Presented On The Army’s Enlisted Management Program

IX months ago the Army received 

favorable publicity when its En- 
listed Management Program was first 
announced. Since then several of the 
actions included in the program have 
been put into 
effect, others 
are scheduled 
for the near 
future. 

This article 
is a “progress 
report’’ to 
highlight some 
of the major 
actions taken 
during the first 
six months of 
the program, 
Initially, these 
are the key ele- 
ments of the 
Program, more 
will be added from time to time— 

@ The Enlisted Evaluation System 

® Proficiency Pay 

@ Promotion Qualification Score 

@ Promotion Plan for E-8 and E-9 

@ Permanent Promotions 

@ Centralized Assignment Policies 

@ Pre-induction Aptitude Screening 

@ Increased Career Attractiveness 

At the heart of the program is the 
enlisted evaluation system, Just recent- 
ly (15-31 January), the first MOS pro- 
ficiency tests under this evaluation sys- 
tem were given. The preliminary work 
was well done at all echelons and as 
a result this part of the program got 
off to a good start.

Commander’s Prerogative 


The first tests have been completely 
administered, scored, and returned in 
roster form to unit commanders. The 
individuals who attained at least the 
minimum score announced by DA are 
eligible for proficiency payments. How- 
ever, final approval remains as a pre- 
rogative of the unit commander. 

The scores were well distributed, and 
the commanders evaluation reports 


showed that they had made a con- 
scientious effort to make the evaluation 
system a good one. 


185 Tests Scheduled 


During calendar year 1959, approxti- 
mately 185 tests will be administered 
to 128,000 personnel in 84 MOSs to de- 
termine qualification for proficiency 
pay. 

A draft plan for basing promotion 
eligibility, above the grade E-4, on a 
Promotion Qualification Score has been 
forwarded to field commanders for com- 
ment, This plan generally envisages 
competition among all enlisted men in 
the same pay grade and 4 digit MOS in 
the achievement of a score which will 
determine promotion eligibility. The 
plan, through the establishment of cut- 
off scores, would assure that promo- 
— go only to the top quality individ- 
uals, 

Promotion to E-8 and E-9 are pro- 
ceeding at the programmed rate. By 
the 30th of June the Army will have 
2500 E-8s and 800 E-9s. Promotions of 
the first to E-9s began only a few days 
ago (1 April). 

Another element of the enlisted man- 
agement program is that of providing 
permanent enlisted promotions for the 
first time in eight years. Permanent 
promotions give recognition and add 
stability to the status of the professional 
soldier, So far allocations for 1400 to 
E-7; 1500 to E-6; and 3000 to E-5 have 
been made. 


Assignment Procedures 
Improved 


Assignment procedures have also 
been improved. The Army now has in 
effect a system of centralized control 
and name assignment for E-8s and E-9s 
which is very similar to the method 
used for officers. This not only gives 
prestige to these non-coms but also 
helps the Army obtain the most effec- 
tive utilization of their special skills. 

Enlisted personnel of grades E-7 and 
below will continue to be assigned 
through an automatic distribution sys- 
tem. Within the system, however, many 
new procedures are being initiated to 


individualize the assignment of these 
personnel also. Most oversea returnees 
now receive their CONUS assignment 
prior to departure from the oversea 
command. Through a unit-to-unit as- 
signment system, still in the experi- 
mental stage, certain levied personnel 
are given their oversea assignments 
before departing CONUS. A port-call 
system has been developed whereby 
many personnel are called individually 
to meet a departure schedule, thus elim- 
inating delays at the port. 


Improved Utilization 


All of these procedures are designed 
to improve the utilization of the indi- 
vidual and enhance his morale by indi- 
vidual treatment and better informa- 
tion. Other measures along these lines 
are under study. 

Another facet of the overall program 
is the pre-induction aptitude screening 
of those Selective Service registrants 
who score low (Category IV) on the 
Armed Forces Qualification Test. Under 
the law enacted last year, the Army is 
no longer required to accept personnel 
who lack the aptitude for training. Al- 
though substantial benefits particularly 
in the disciplinary or behavior field 
have been achieved from these new 
screening procedures, it is too early to 
assess definitively the results which 
may have been attained. 


Greater Pride Is Goal 


These are but the highlights of the 
progress to date in the Army’s Enlisted 
Management Program. We believe that 
this program is a major step forward in 
improving the outlook for the men and 
women who have decided on, or are 
considering, the Army as a career. One 
of the prime objectives is to instill 
greater pride in being a career soldier, 
a professional in the highest sense of 
the word. To this end, the effectiveness 
of any enlisted personnel policy must 
be measured by its influences upon the 
development of its enlisted leaders. One 
of the aims of these and other actions 
is the improvement of the posture and 
prestige of the noncommissioned officer 
corps to ensure that it will respond 


with initiative, aggressiveness, decisive- 
ness and experience to the demands 
that will be placed upon it, The Army’s 
Enlisted Management Program is con- 
tributing to this development. The vital 
and unique role played by our career 
NCO’s in mainteining and enhancing 
the effectiveness of today’s and tomor- 
row’s Army cannot be overemphasized. 

Most indications now are that the 
Army is gradually making progress to- 
ward attracting a better qualified indi- 
vidual than in the past. Many individ- 
uals who didn’t have the necessary apti- 
tudes for our modern Army have been 
released. Overall, the “quality” of the 
Army is on the upswing. The Enlisted 
Management Program is one of our 
major efforts to maintain and improve 
this trend. However, the program 
should never be considered as a pan- 
acea for all problems in the enlisted 
personnel area. By no means do we re- 
gard it as complete, and we are con- 
tinually studying ways in which it can 
be improved. In short, we intend to 
keep it growing. 


Don’t Want To Oversell 


In addition, we do not want to oversell 
the program on the basis of it being 
composed of entirely new elements. 
The Army has, of course, always been 
alert to provide the best possible man- 
agement for its enlisted corps. The cur- 
rent program, on the whole, represents 
the culmination of several legislative 
and administrative projects which have 
been in the process of development for 
some time. Many of these projects came 
to fruition at apptoximately the same 
time, thus providing the opportunity to 
combine them into one overall program 
which will be used as a solid building 
block for future progress. 

Our broad objective is to build a bet- 
ter Army of better personnel, 

The Army’s soldiers look better today 
in their new uniforms, They are better 
paid. They are more intelligent, and 
they are becoming more career moti- 
vated. It is the Army’s intention to do 
everything within its power to give 
them a continually brighter outlook. 





Copter Cockpit, Training Changes Proposed To Avoid Disorientation Incidents 


Los ANGELES, CALIF. 


IGHT, weather and hooded flying 
have been pointed out to the dele- 
gates at the Aerospace Association meet- 
ing here as the main occasions upon 
which helicopter pilots may become con- 
fused as to their true position in space. 
Majors Herbert K. Eastwood and 
Charles A, Berry of the Air Force School 
of Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, 
Tex., reporting results of their inter- 
views with 17 helicopter instructors. 
All of the instructors reported they 
had experienced disorientation during 
one or more helicopter operations. 








Disorientation is the condition where 
a person will have a false impression of 
his position in space with respect to the 
earth. The term also encompasses “pilot 
vertigo,” a false sense of motion in which 
a person will feel himself spinning or 
feel that his surroundings are spinning 
around him. 

Eleven of the pilots interviewed re- 
ported dislocation while flying night for- 
mation, with the results ranging from 
mild discomfort to inability to control 
their aircraft. Weather and hooded flight 
under simulated instrument conditions 
caused a lesser number of disorientation 
episodes.

To avoid disorientation episodes in the 
future, the two Air Force officers recom- 
mended a series of cockpit design and 
training changes for helicopters. 

Instrumentation and cockpit design 
changes recommended were: 

e@ Installation of dual instrument pan- 
els, 

e A larger and more accurate instru- 
ment to show minute changes in alti- 
tudes. 

@ Use of the altitude indicator as a 
primary rather than a secondary instru- 
ment and location of it accordingly. 

e An indicator to register backward 
airspeed, 

e A new instrument flying hood and 
an instrument simulator strictly for 





helicopters, 


e Better windshield wipers. 
Training changes advocated were: 


e Adequate and frequent training to 
familiarize pilots with the hazards and 
causes of disorientation. 


e Constant emphasis of need to rely 
on instruments, and constant re-training 
in instrument flying techniques. 


e Emphasis on the dangers of flying 
combinations of IFR and VFR. Do one 
or the other. 

e Instruction for pilots and ground 
crews in proper preparation for night 
flight in helicopters, including clean 
windshield and using proper lights; hav- 
ing charts readily available; and having 
one pilot on IFR at all times.

IT WILL BE SURPRISING IF SAC PARTISANS don’t 
come roaring back to counter-attack new Army-Navy 
assaults against its present status and future prospects. 
As was reported in detail in last week’s issue of The 
Journal, the Navy’s Deputy CNO (Air), VAdm. R. B. 

_ Pirie, has told Congress that SAC, “a completely deterrent 
force ... undoubtedly will be replaced to a great extent 
by various other deterrent systems, such as the inter- 
continental ballistic missile the intermediate range ballistic 
missile, and the fleet ballistic missile Polaris. SAC,” said 
Admiral Pirie, “may be entirely replaced. .. .” 


“THE ASSOCIATION OF THE U. S. ARMY contends in 
a newly issued statement that we “Not only have overbuilt 
SAC .,. we have overlooked the fact that most of the 
targets originally assigned to SAC are now well within 
the capability of the fleet and the (tactical) air forces.” 
The suggestion was made that retaliatory forces can be “considerably 
reduced without harm to the Nation’s security.” 
SAC ADVOCATES CERTAINLY AREN’T GOING TO SIT STILL and 
. permit such attacks to mount without a strong response. The critical 
moment will come, of course, when Congress completes action on the 
fiscal ’60 military budget. Some Air Force officials have been given 
reason to hope that Congress, in an effort to beef up SAC strength, 
may knock out items elsewhere in the ’60 military budget, including 
possibly the Navy’s super-carrier, to accelerate ICBM missile procure- 
ment. 

















































THE AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSOCIATION may take a dim view of 
the Aeromedical Association’s change of name (The Journal 2 May) to 
the Aerospace Medical Association. Now there will be two medical 
AMA’s. Two other organizations with confusing initials are the 
Reserve Officers Association and the Retired Officers Association. 


A FORMER ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF DEFENSE, Dr. Clifford C. 
Furnas Chancellor'of the University of Buffalo, has been named Vice

- James W..McRae, who succeeds Richard S. Morse as Chairman. Mr.

ARMY NON’ COMMISSIONED OFFICERS HAVE TWO VIEWS 
concerning the program announced by Secretary Brucker (The Journal 
2 May) to enhance NCO prestige. Some say that local commanders 

are given too much discretionary authority in implementing the 
program, NCO’s with this viewpoint maintain that Army-wide the 
prestige program will be given shifting emphasis. On the other hand, 
other NCO’s say that local commanders murt be given leeway, 

that this is just exactly, what is being asked for NCO’s, namely the 
safeguarding of individual leadership. 


A MEDAL OF HONOR WINNER, Brig. Gen. James H. Howard, USAFR, 
has been called to active duty to head an AF Air Reserve Forces 
Policy Committee studying the desirability of creating a separate 
budget for the Air Reserves. At present, this money is included in the 
general AF budget. 


AIRCRAFT PERISCOPE is being perfected for flight tests by 
Naval planes. Designed for flash protection, the device will permit 
reduction of the visual opening in the windscreen to a slot about one 
inch high, while retaining a larger field of view. The small opening can 
be closed automatically in miscroseconds for flash protection, leaving 
the pilot his instrument flying capability. A contract is in process 
for fabrication of the airborne periscope. 


GENERAL TWINING HAS RECEIVED LESS THAN RESOUNDING 
SUPPORT in his dispute with Senator Symington concerning the 
combat readiness of Thor missiles in the United Kingdom. The 
Pentagon permitted long hours to pass following the Senator’s charges 
before Secretary McElroy issued an explanatory statement at 7:15 p.m. 
on 30 April. This statement, for obvious reasons, referred exclusively 
to the readiness of RAF Thor crews. Fact is, however, though U. S. 
officials are not making the sensitive point, that USAF Thor crews, 
training the RAF, have an immediate combat capability with the Thor. 
Many military people feel that once the JCS Chairman became in- 
volved with Senator Symington over Thor readiness, the Pentagon 
should have given quick and forceful support to General Twining, the 
belief being that this could have been presented in such a way as not 

to offend the British. 


BUDGET-CONSCIOUS LEATHERNECK CAPT. G. J. GEORGE has 
come up with an idea that will save the Corps about $4,700 for con- 
struction of wooden rifle racks at the Parris Island Recruit Training 
Depot. His idea—instead of using expensive and cumbersome wooden 
rifle holders why not hang the weapons on window screen hangers 
that cost only 3¢ each. His superiors acknowledged the merit of the 
idea since $60 would purchase enough hooks to accommodate the 
rifles of an entire recruit battalion. Captain George is CO of “D” 
Company, First Recruit Training Battalion.

AN ARMY COLONEL AT FT. CAMPBELL, Ky., now commands one 
of the longest landing strips in the Armed Forces. The Air Force, 
which formerly controlled the huge air base there has turned it 
over to the Army. Campbell Army Air Field, as it is now known, 
includes a runway of more than 12,000 feet—capable of handling 
any aircraft now in service—and two other 5,000-foot strips. Col. 
John D. Edmunds, formerly 8th Army Aviation Officer, commands 
Campbell Army Air Field, which during April] handled more than 
5900 operations. 


THE FISCAL YEAR END BUDGET SQUEEZE is affecting oversea 
movement of military personnel. To stay within money limits, the 
Air Force is delaying some shifts to and from overseas. The Army has 
been forced to cut-back on its shipment of troops via MATS. Under 
the industrial fund concept, the Army must pay MATS for each 
passenger carried and there simply isn’t enough Army money 
through the end of June. 


AN IMPROVED MECHANICAL MULE is undergoing tests by the 101st 
Airborne Division at Ft. Campbell,,Ky. Main problem with the 
first models was in the starting mechanism. Willys Company engineers 
have developed an improved magneto and distributor. Some company 
experts and many Army people say that a battery would lick the 
all-weather starting problem, but this would reduce the pay-load about 
75 pounds. At Campbell, successful tests have been made in fording 
the versatile mechanical mule across a river. The Division has 
about 475 of the vehicles, which have a capability of running 
on three wheels. 


EX-CONGRESSMAN ERRETT P. SCRIVNER, like another former mem. 
ber of the House, Assistant Secretary of the Army Dewey Short, is now 
getting a look at the other side of the pancake. After assuming his 
Pentagon duties in 1957, Secretary Short said his new job confirmed the 
suspicion he had always held that “no pancake is so flat that it doesn't 
have two sides.” Mr. Scrivner, now a Pentagon Special Assistant, has 
found, in similar fashion, the esteem in that which he had always held 
Defense Department workers “has gone up rather considerably” after 
his first-hand observation of their devotion, diligence and long work-hours. 


SOME USNA GRADUATES who hoped for Air Force commissions were 
turned down—by the Navy, not AF. VAdm. H. P. Smith told Congress 
early in March that 93 of the 802 graduating midshipmen had applied 
for transfer to the Air Force but only 85 would be assigned. The 
following month, President Eisenhower nominated 84 (The Journal, 
18 April). 


NOW THE PRESIDENT HAS NOMINATED six more (see page 10) 
for a total of 90. This means that at least three were turned away— 
possibly more if others applied in the interim—and it’s a good bet 
that all three were top scholars. 


ALTHOUGH THE NAVAL ACADEMY permits up to 12%4% of its 
graduates (under current quotas) to elect commissions in another 
Service, only 4-1/6% may come from the top of the class. The Air Force 
has told Congress the policy of limiting “the numbers of midshipmen 
with rated potential who may transfer to the Air Force” has not 
been adopted in like manner by the USAF Academy, which “places no 
restrictions on transferring to the Army or Navy.” However, only 
one USAFA graduate elected to transfer to another Service. 


SECURITY INFORMATION? The Journal asked the Navy to provide 
statistics on how many officers fail promotion examinations each year. 
The answer: “Results of officer promotion examinations are compiled 
for official use only and are withheld from general circulation. Any 
comparison, partial omission, or interpretation of these details by 
persons not thoroughly familiar with the entire promotion and 
examination procedure could create a serious morale problem beyond 
the control of the Chief of Naval Personnel.” 


THE COAST GUARD QUICKLY RESPONDED to a similar promotion 
examination inquiry. It reported that 84 officers have failed the 
same examination twice since the promotion examination requirement 
became effective in January 1954. This knocked them permanently 
out of line for advancement. 


MARINE CORPS OFFICERS DON’T TAKE promotion examinations, and 
there are no plans to require them in the future. The tests were 
suspended during WWII, reinstated in 1949, and discontinued again in 
1951. In 1950, about 600 officers took promotion tests; two were not 
promoted because of low grades. 


ORVILLE WRIGHT IS LEARNING TO FLY at NAAS Saufley Field, 
Fla. He is Lt. (jg) Orville Wright, jr., who recently made his first 
solo in a Beech Aircraft T-34 Mentor trainer. He is no relation to 
the famed Wright brothers who made the world’s first powered flight 
at Kitty Hawk, N. C. Lieutenant Wright’s father was born in 1903 
the same year that the Wright brothers made the flight in their 
12-horsepower craft. Lieutenant Wright’s brother, Wilbur, is an Air

Base of operations for this many-sided 
program for fast-traveling military fam- 
ilies is a well-equipped Dependents 
Lounge in the heart of the Travis pas- 
senger terminal, This lounge, staffed by 
volunteers and matrons, is open and do- 
ing business 24 hours a day, every day 
of the year. 

Equipment and services available in 
the lounge itself include a kitchen where 
baby formulas may be prepared, washing 
and drying machines, bathing facilities 
for mothers and children, a nursery 
equipped to handle young travelers, a 
playground to keep the children busy 
and occupied, and a comfortable lounge 
room where the adult members of the 
family may sit, relax and watch tele- 
vision.

Pentagon Backs VanZandt Proposal 
Adding $578,000 To Service Retired Pay

ber 1949 to include inactive service in the 
recomputation of their retired pay, re- 
tirement pay, retainer pay, or equivalent 
pay, if they elected to recompute their 
pay under the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949. 

At present they may count only active 
service in recomputing their pay if they 
are paid under the 1949 act. 

Those who retired after 30 September 
1949 may count both active and inactive 
service. 

The Air Force said, however, that un- 
der the original wording, a member re- 
tiring for any reason prior to 1 October 
1949 would be eligible to have his re- 
tired pay computed under the laws in 
effect prior to that date with the benefit 
of the applicable rate prescribed for his 
grade by the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 as amended. 

This, the report to Congress states, 
“would definitely discriminate against 
a member retiring for physical disability 
after 30 September 1949.” 

A member who retired for physical dis- 
ability under the law in effect before 
passage of the Career Compensation Act 
was awarded retired pay based on 75% 
of his base pay regardless of the percent- 
age of his physical disability. 

Any member who retired for physical 
disability under the Career Compensa- 
tion Act has to be at least 30% physically 
disabled and his retired pay is deter- 
mined by multiplying an amount equal 
to the monthly basic pay held at the 
time his name was placed on the tem- 
porary disability retired list or at the 





time of his retirement, whichever is 
earlier, by the percentage of disability, 
unless he elects to receive retired pay 
based on years of service. 

The Air Force cited an example for 
Congress: A captain who had only a 10% 
physical disability prior to 1 October 14% 
would get 2% times as much retired pay 
as a captain retiring today with 30% 
disability and who had 12 years of serv 
ice. 

The original VanZandt measure als 
would have permitted officers retired 
prior to 1 October 1949 with less than 
years service, who served in any capacity 
during World War I, to have their re 
tired pay recomputed on the basis 0 
75% of their active duty pay at the rate 
prescribed in the Career Compensation 
Act. 

Speaking for the Defense Department, 
the Air Force said it is “opposed to oe 
thorizing these officers to receive 75% 
the basic pay rates provided by the Ca 
reer Compensation Act.” 

The Air Force recommended that th 
bill be revised to exclude those officer 
retired for physical disability and to ai 
vent those regular officers who serv 
prior to 12 November 1918 from receiv 
ing, solely because of such service, is

qualified applicants with college educa- 
tion increased to 43% in fiscal '58, as op- 
posed to 25% in fiscal ’57. 

In addition, by changing the cut-off 
score for civilian high school applicants, 
the Air Force is now accepting only 
those who score in the upper 11% of all 
persons taking the tests. 

Two new procurement programs have 
been developed and are to be implement- 
ed to provide the Air Force with an addi- 
tional source of highly qualified young 
officers capable of filling critical skiil 
requirements. 

One—the “Officer Training Program” 

is for college students who did not 
participate in AFROTC. Selections for 
this program, Colonel Horton said, will 
be matched to specific Air Force needs 
with “heavy emphasis on those qualified 
to enter technical career fields.” 

The other—the Officer Candidate Edu- 
cation Program—-will offer educational 
training to highly qualified airmen who 
will eventually be commissioned to fill 
officer spaces in critical skill areas. 
Officer Retention 


Colonel Horton said the target of the 
Air Force officer retention program has 
been the young obligated tour non-career 
Reserve officers. The non-career Reserve 
Officer category comprised 35% of the 
officer corps 'n April 1956, but has de- 
creased to approximately 15% as of last 
November. 

At the same time, he pointed out, the 
percentage of Regular Officers has in- 
creased from 18 to 35, and further aug- 
mentation is expected to increase the 
number of Regulars to 49,000 by the end 
of June, 


Promotions 

Discussing officer promotions, Colonel 
Horton said the Air Force has “made a 
significant change in both the temporary 
program and the permanent promotion 
programs for Regular officers.” 

By using the “best qualified” proce- 
dure in selecting officers for promotions 
to all grades above captain, the Air Force 
is insuring that only highly qualified offi- 
cers attain field grades, he said. 

“Active duty officers are now compet- 
ing for temporary promotion to the 
grades of lieutenant colonel and colonel 
with approximately a 5% opportunity for 
selection and to the grade of temporary 
major with less than a 10% opportunity.” 

He said this highly competitive process 
“insures the temporary promotion of 
only the best qualified.” 

Promotion policies will be further im- 
proved, he said, by enactment of the 
“White Charger” legislation now before 
the Senate Armed Services Committee. 
This proposal, as previously reported in 
THE JOURNAL, will establish a mandatory

requirement for “best qualified” selec- 
tions to all grades above captain, ac- 
celerated permanent promotion of out- 
standing Regular officers who are not in 
primary zones of consideration, and in- 
voluntary early retirement of permanent 
colonels and lieutenant colonels. 

The latter authority, Colonel Horton 
said, “will allow us to involuntarily re- 
tire certain officers whose active duty 
services are no longer required, but 
whose record of performance will not 
justify elimination under AFR 36-2.” 

He noted that the Air Force is “not 
looking for mass elimination” under this 
program, and pointed out that 90% of 
the colonels considered for involuntary 
retirement “will have to be retained.” 


Demotions 

Although only five officers were de- 
moted during the period from 1951 to 
1957, Colonel Horton said new demotion 
policies used since then have resulted 
in the demotion of 263 officers. 

“The reports from the commands,” he 
said, “indicate that they have adopted 
the policy of requiring their temporary 
officer promotion boards, when screening 
the records for promotion, to also iden- 
tify and recommend officers for demo- 
tion. Most of the commands report that 
full impact of the officer demotion pro- 
gram is only now being realized at all 
levels of command.” 

The manpower spokesman said the 
commands “believe that the emphasis 
placed on this program is providing them 
with an effective tool to increase the 
over-all effectiveness of the officer corps.” 


The Big Picture 

Recalling that emphasis on the Per- 
sonnel Quality Control Program is less 
than a year old, Colonel Horton said 
passage of the 1958 Military Pay Act has 
enabled the Air Force to: 

e Increase the quality standards that 
personnel must meet to join the Air 
Force. 

e Apply new criteria to insure a high 
degree of selectivity, and 

e Revise old or establish new proce- 
dures to help identify and eliminate sub- 
marginal personnel. 

In summary, he said, the Air Force 
now has “an effective personnel quality 
control program in being. The major 
commands reported that the tools to do 
the job are known and were being im- 
plemented, The data presented indicates 
a significant degree of improvement in 
some areas while in other areas more 
conclusive results will not be available 
until later in the year.” 

Main Air Force efforts in the future, 
he said, will be concentrated on policy 
modifications required to keep the pro- 
gram effective, and simplification of the 
administration of the program.

New Ryan Firebee Drone Joins Fleet 


ioe latest Navy Firebee jet drone in production at Ryan Aeronautical Company, 
San Diego, has become operational with the Pacific and Atlantic Fleets. Desig- 
nated KDA-4, this fast “foe” flies 10 miles high at speeds in excess of 600 miles an 
hour to aid missile marksmanship. 

The KDA-4 Firebee recently flew above 48,000 feet for 78 minutes at the 
Naval Missile Center, Point Mugu, Calif., to set new records for Navy production 
drone aircraft. Another Ryan Firebee jet drone for the Navy, the XKDA-2, not yet 
in production, has also achieved record performance of nearly 53,000 feet altitude 
and flown for 53 minutes before parachute recovery, in its first flights. It is pow- 
ered by a new Fairchild J-44-R-26 turbojet engine which develops greater thrust 
than those used in current Navy Firebees. 

In Navy operations, the Firebees are recovered at the end of an operation by 
parachuting them into the ocean for retrieval, ‘virtually undamaged, by helicopter 
or surface craft. Individual Firebees have performed as many as 21 flights before 
being expended—thus providing an extremely economical high performance target 
for realistic evaluation of weapons systems. 

The pioneer Firebee operational squadron in the Navy is Utility Squadron Three, 
U. S. Naval Auxiliary Air Station (Brown Field), in Chula Vista, Calif., which has 
flown more than 100 Firebee missions in helping the Fleet maintain missile combat 
readiness. In addition to Point Mugu and Brown Field, Firebees are in use at the 
Navy Ordnance Test Station, China Lake, Calif., and at the U. S. Naval Station, 
Roosevelt Roads, P. R.

Both provisions are contained in 
amendments to the fiscal ’59 supple- 
mental appropriations act, previously ap- 
proved by the House, and now slated for 
conference action following Senate pas- 
sage on 30 April. 

The Defense Department’s legal ex- 
perts, meanwhile, are busily engaged in 
an anlysis of the new language to de- 
termine the exact effect it will have on 
the Pentagon’s manpower programs, and 
the recommendations to be made to the 
White House. They are aware that if the 
language is upheld in conference, the 
President will have to decide between

One problem area already identified by 
the Pentagon is the need for additional 
funds if the President should accept the 
mandatory floors. 

This problem arises from the fact that 
the Defense Department, acting on the 
advice of the Budget Bureau, already has 
committed some of the “extra money,” 
voted for the Army and Marine Corps
